obvious in combination a resolution filter for a spectrum analyzer, wherein the resolution 
filter has the complex, discrete impulse response as claimed, wherein a variation 
parameter K 0 is a free variation parameter and wherein the variation parameter K 0 is 
set in such a manner that the frequency overshoot determined by the group delay of the 
resolution filter is compensated.
